THE WORK OF THE “Q” BOATS 


Of the numerous sidesshows of the 
British Navy during the war of the 
past four and a half years, the most 
amazing is the part played by the “Q” 
boat or mystery ehip. The story of 
the work done by these special ves- 
sels truly forms a, romantic chapter in 
Great Britain’s naval history, Between 
them and their opponents, the U-Boats 
it was a veritable war of “stunt” and 
camouflage, They were typical tramp 
steamers from Bristol Channel ports 
and specially fitted out for their mis- 
"sion in a naval dockyard, in 1915, when 
the U-Boat menace was becoming seri- 
ous. It was not until! October of that 
year that they were ready for their 
roving commission, to decoy and sink 
enemy submarines, Although they 
scoured the seas, for many months of 


wearying strain, without ever aighting | 
ultimately re-| 


success, | RÉ Se 


their prey, they were 
warded with conspicuous 
Their task was made none the easier 
by the knowledge Y St bthe'Germans 
had of the types of English merchant 
ships hailing from the different ports, 
for nany of the men of the enemy 
craft had been trading with the Eng- 
lish ports before the war and wore 
well acquainted with the sort of craft 
Nkely to be on a particular stretch of 
the sea, So, a "Q" boat commander 
had to be careful to avold steering a 
course which would not agree. with 
the appearance of his shfp. Once the 
enemy's suspicions .were aroused, th 
submarine’ remanined submerged and 
fired her torpedo’at the ship. 


As the work of the mystery ship 
developed, every type of merchant ves- 
sel upon the seas was pressed into the 
service; and, concurrently with its de- 
velopment, the trustfulness of the Ger- 
mans was changed for distrust and ex- 
treme wariness. There was no out- 
ward sign in any Of the vessels to 
arouse this distrust, which was the 
result solely of unpleasant experience. 
It was the effect of this experience 
which contributed in no small degree 
to the success of the ‘’Q" boat service. 
It was twofold, material and moral, 
They not only destroyed many U-boats 
but by the caution they instilled in the 
Germans they enabled many merchant 
vessels to escape which otherwise 


à would have been lost, and they caused 


ay enjoy the privileges of a college education, but to 


hat we make the most of our opportunities and strive 


perimpose our life's work.

The ‘most astonishing PAT, this 
campaign was the heroism and un- 
flagging perseverance of the crews 
who were all volunteers, eager to meet 
a submarine and try issues with her, 
It was veritahly a service which de- 
manded a «elf-restraint and courags: 
which could only be found amidst the 
surroundings of the sternest discl- 
pline, It was only perfect discipline, 
combined with sporting instinct, which 
could enable mo to put up with dire 
discomfort, to lie sometimes for hours 
under shell fire, often wounded and 
uttering no complaint; waiting!‘ for 
the supreme moment when they could 
give the e3emy his knockout blow. 
Under the cloak of apparent gross in- 
discipline, these crews, dressed as mer- 
chant service men readily submitted to 
the most fron discipline, and it seems 
little short of marvelous how readily 
they adapted themselves to their un- 
wonted conditions. Throughout hours 
of almost unendurable tension and ex, 
cltement, they “preserved their self- 
| control, and, more wonderful still, their 
sense of humor.” ‘Thelr spirit will be 
underatood by what one of them men 
ad to a ATRROE to the Suffolk Coast:

The shoe industry of Great Britain 
has organized a National Export Sel- 
ling Agenoy as Allimited lability com- 
pany to develop the foreign trado of 
its members.
